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SCHOOL REPORT. 


The School Committee of Palmer respectfully sub¬ 
mit the following Report of the Schools of the town 
for the past year. 

It is of frequent occurrence, that we hear an 
expression from parents, “ We want good schools.” 
Some of the causes that exist, why we have no better 
schools, may be attributed to the parents. One class 
are content to leave their schools in a very indifferent 
condition-—as much so as possible and answer the 
letter of the law-—with a special regard to economy ; 
while another and more unreasonable class, do not 
prize the privileges they enjoy. Absence and tardi¬ 
ness marked upon the register, show that much of 
the money raised for schooling is lost; and not only 
lost, by the non-attendant, but is also a great detri¬ 
ment to those that are constant in attendance. Sick¬ 
ness is a reasonable excuse for absence, and cannot 
be avoided ; but tardiness cannot be thus excused. 
The attention of teachers has been called to these 
evils, and in many cases they have been unable to 
check them. We are satisfied that the greater 
responsibility rests upon the parents ; we therefore 
inquire whether you have sent your children to 
school in season, and regularly, and taken pains to 
know that they have obeyed your commands in this 
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respect ? If not, are you not guilty of a great wrong 
to your own children and to your school ? 

The sum of money appropriated, for several years 
past, has furnished a liberal amount of schooling, and 
afforded as good wages for teachers, as any town in 
the State, of like valuation. 

The increased price of board and' fuel, has short¬ 
ened the terms of some of the schools this year. 
We trust we shall realize the importance of appro¬ 
priating a sufficient amount of money for the ensu¬ 
ing year, that all may have the benefit of at least two 
terms, of twelve weeks each. 

It will be noticed by the appropriations of money, 
that some of the locations, of former districts, have 
not the usual share of money, for the reason that 
they have not the scholars. An attempt was made, 
a few years since, to re-district the town, but the 
citizens appear to do the work better in their own 
way. Nos. 10 and 13 have united, to great advan¬ 
tage to themselves ; 7 and 8 are so nearly depopu¬ 
lated, that they will find it for their interest to send 
to other districts, rather than to build new school- 
houses, which they will be obliged to do immediately, 
if they remain as they are. 

There has been much interest on the part of many, 
heretofore, in examining the reports appertaining to 
the different teachers. We have thought proper to 
deviate, in this particular, from the former practice 
of giving praise to some, and censure to others, lest 
injustice should be done. Some teachers in this 
town, after an unfavorable report, have proved very 
successful; while others, who have received great 
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commendations in one district, have made a complete 
failure in another. And here we would reiterate the 
appeal made in former reports, that where districts 
have obtained the services of good teachers, they 
should he retained if possible. 

Much credit is due the Prudential Committees of 
the several districts, this year, for their careful selec¬ 
tion of teachers, and the Committee have no failures 
to report. And here we would say, that great care 
should be exercised in the selection of a proper Pru¬ 
dential Committee, securing only those who will 
faithfully discharge their duty, without fear or favor. 

In conclusion, the Committee are happy to report 
the Schools as generally successful; their govern¬ 
ment, in most cases, has been good. The examina¬ 
tions have been such as are creditable to both teacher 
and scholar, and pleasing to the parents and friends 
who have attended them.

To D. B. Bishop, Constable of the Town of Palmer, greeting : In the name of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are hereby directed and notified 
to warn all the inhabitants of the town of Palmer, qualified to vote in elec¬ 
tions and town affairs, to meet at the Town Hall in said Palmer, on Monday, 
the twentieth of March, instant, at 10 o’clock, A. M., to act on the following 
articles, viz 

Article 1 , Tc choose a Moderator to preside in said meeting. 

Art, 2. To determine the number of Selectmen, Assessors, Overseers of 
Poor, School Committee and Constables the town will choose for the ensuing 
year. 8 

Art. 3. To elect all necessary town officers for the ensuing year. 

Art, 4. To hear and act upon the Annual Report of the School Committee, 
'Selectmen, Overseers of Poor, and other town officers. 

Art. 5. lo see if the town will authorize each school district to choose 
$heir own Prudential Committee, and authorize them to contract with school 
teachers for their respective districts. 


Art. 6. To see if the town will vote to instruct the School Committee to 
appoint a Superintendent of the Town Schools, and establish his salary. 

Art. 7. To make the necessary appropriations for the ensuing year, and 
raise by tax such sums of money as shall be required for the same. 

Art. 8, To see if the town will raise any money, and appropriate the same 
to liquidate or reduce the debts of the town. 

Art. 9, To see if the town will authorize the Treasurer to borrow a sum of 
money not to exceed Three Thousand Dollars, to pay State aid to families of 
volunteers, till the same is collected and paid into the Town Treasury.
